Saco, Maine 
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Cotton Fabries and Woolen Goods 


In Gautemala. 


The Republic of Guatemala im- 


ported last year cotton fabrics to 
the value of $758,570, of which 
$455,540 worth came from the Unit- 


ed States and $241,848 worth from 
England, a gain of 32 per cent over 
i914 for American cotton goods. 
This increase is largely due to a 
deflection of trade; but much of the 
business, especially in the cheaper 
fabrics, went to the United States 
Lefore the war and will remain with 
it after the great international re- 
adjustment. 

The most popular American fab- 
ric in the Guatemala market, ac- 
cording to dealers and importers, 
is a species of cheap gray drill re- 
tailing locally at 12 to 15 cents 
United States gold per yard. There 
is a large consumption of this ma- 
terial. Cheap calico prints of Amer- 
ican manufacture retail locally af 
10 to 12 cents a yard. In imports 
of American muslins, lawns, silks, 
and other fabrics there is a marked 
increase. Previously this trade, 
pecially in the finer fabrics, 
largely shared with England 
with France.

Few Ready-Made Garments Iim- 


ported 


Except for a few gowns, robes, 
and cloaks imported each year from 
Paris, nearly the entire importa- 
tion of cotton fabrics, woolens, and 
worsteds comes into Guatemala in 
the form of piece goods. Scarcely 
any ready-to-wear suits, either for 
men or for women and children, are 


brought into Guatemala as the cus- 
toms duty on materials im this 


form is so high as to be practically 
prohibitive. The average duty on 
a man’s suit of clothing is $8 Unit- 
ed States gold. 

There appears to be a stronger 
demand than before the war for 
white materials; for the consumers 
of prints have discovered a deter- 
ioration in quality in these fabries, 


due, it is alleged, to the use of in- 
ferior dyes. 
Cheap cotton fabrics, such as 


drills, pay a customs duty of 7 1-2 
cents United tates gold and 7 1-2 
centavos Guatemalan currency per 
kilo of 2.2046 pounds. Better grades 
pay from 30 to 40 cents United 
States gold and a like amount in 
Guatemalan currency. The Guate- 
malan currency greatly depre- 
ciated, and at this time 4 pese Gua- 
temalan is worth very little more 
than 2 cents United States gold. 
Still higher duty is imposed on finer 
grades of woven muslins, amount- 
ing to $0.50 United States gold and 
50 centavos Guatemalan currency 
per kilo. Reports.

We began to compile the data for 
this directory before Thanksgiving 
and have been steadily at work upon 
same ever since. 

The first consideration in publish- 
ing Clark's Directory is that it must 
be accurrate and we never spare ex- 
pense nor labor in getting informa- 
tion which we know to be reliable. 

About ninety-five per cent of the 
mills are very obliging and return 
the blanks promptly but there are 
always some who are slow. 


The addition of the knitting mills 
to Clark’s Directory has greatly in- 
creased our work but we expect to 
issue the January ist 1917 edition 
on time. 


A Wonderful Year. 


The year of 1916 will, before our 
next issue, pass into history. 

It has been a wonderful year in 
cotton manufacturing for there has 
never been ove like it before nor 
will there probably ever be such an- 
other one. 

Always we will look back upon 
1916 and even when the young men 
now in the industry have grown 
old and gray they will tell their chil- 
dren and their grandchildren of 
this wonderful year. 

It has brought prices beyond the 
hope of the manufacturer and the 
margins of profit while in many 
cases greatly exaggerated, have been 
far beyond those of former years. 

Mills that were considered to be 
hopelessly in debt have emerged 
whole or now see daylight ahead 
and a day of financial independence 
has dawned upon the textile indus- 
try. 

The operatives have received a 
general advance in wages and in 
many cases handsome bonuses at 
Christmas and have been given full 
time employment throughout the 
year, 

While the increase in spindles will 
not equal a former record, the 
amount of machinery used to re- 
place old equipments will greatly 
exceed that of former years in spite 
of the fact that prices of textile ma- 
chinery are almost double those one 
year ago. 


We can not expect 1917 to be as 
great a year as 1916, in fact it is not 
healthy for the industry for abnor- 
mal profits to prevail for along per- 
iod. We will undoubtedly return be- 
fore this time next year to a lower 
scaleand ouronly hope is that the 
change will be gradual instead of a 
sudden collapse as in 1907. We are 
not one of those who believe that 
the end of the war means a flood of 
imports and bad business for our 
mills but we do believe that produc- 
fion will overtake consumption be- 
fore long and the law of supply and 
demand will bring about a revision 
of the present scale. The future 
can be only forecasted but 1916 is 


history and has been a wonderful 
year in the cotton manufacturing 
industry.

The “mill will never grind with 
the water that is past,” so what 
is the use of continually appealing 
for something which the voters of 
the country have decided to have? 
Why not buckle down with as good 
grace as possible to tremendous op- 
portunity for expansion of business 
to meet the dreadful void caused 
by war, trusting to the new Trade 
Commission and the coming Tariff 
Commission for adjustments of any 
unfairness, or mjustices,.in existing 
Lariff. laws, or other laws affecting 
trade? Both commissions are non- 
partisan, the Trade Commission is 
satisfactory and high class men are 
expected to be appointed on the 
Tariff Commission. 

Judge Gary, and men who think 
as he apparently bLelieves, have 
shown themselves to be giants as 
trade developers, and are not of the 
calibre of those who cry over “spilt 
milk.” What is the matter with an 
energetic effort to utilize enormous 
surpluses built up by our industrial 
companies because of the war, cou- 
pled with pressure for speedy pas- 
sage of the Webb Law permitting 
combinations to build up export 
trade and giving the present tariff a 
trial, knowing all the time that re- 
lief can be quickly afforded for any- 
thing like “dumping” or unfair com- 
petition in any quarter? We cer- 
lainly never were in Lalf as good 
condition to hold our own in world 
competition as we are today, and it 
savors of cowardice, under the cir- 
cumstances, to cry disaster.—Daily 
Trade Record.
